passes the Senate. There is a rumor, 
too, that Mr. Cleveland would veto 
the bill if it were sent to him in its 
present condition, but its authentici- 
ty is doubtful. 

Owing to a hitch in the confirma- 
tion ol the nomination ol Mr. Horn- 
blower to succeed the late Justice 
IHatchford of the U. S. Supreme 
Court that court is holding its pres- 
ent term with one vacant seat It is 
not thought that the hitch will 
result in defeating Mr. Ilornblower’s 
confirmation, although n number of 
protests against it, on account of his 
age and lack of legal experience, have 
been received by members of the Sen- 
ate Judiciary committee. 

It seems to be settled that Van Al- 
len's nomination to be Ambassador 
to Italy is to 1* confirmed by a party 
vote, but for some reason it was not 
done this week. 

The House has taken up the bill 
providing a substitute for the Cleary 
Chinese law, which is the result of 
the negotiations opposed by Repre- 
sentative Geary and some of the other 
I'acific coast members it will pass.

Had Mr. Cleveland the tact which 
experience should have given to any 
man old enough to have lieen elected 
President of the United States lie 
might, at any time during the last 
three or four weeks, dictated the 
terms of a compromise by which the 
purchasing clause of the silver law 
might have been repealed. But he 
knew more than all his advisers and 
insisted that the -Senate should make 
the ridiculous test of physical endur- 
ance which began on Wednesday 
night of this week, the failure of 
which was openly predicted liefore it 
began by a majority of the Senators 
who took part in it. About the only 
thing so far accomplished by the con- 
tinuous session is the weakening of 
the President’s influence, unless all 
signs fail the compromise which will 
result, if there be any result, will be 
arranged without regard to Mr. 
Cleveland's wishes, notwithstanding 
the almost continual presence of his 
personal representative, Secretary 
Carlisle, at the Capitot. By the way 
many consider that Secretary Car- 
lisle's action in this matter lias been 
violation of goal taste; it looks as 
though he was there to prevent the 
Administration Senators going es- 
tray. The Senators are very, very 
tired and the end of the business is 
not far off. 

It costs a lot of money to keep a 
detective hanging around the homes 
of pensioned veterans, in search of 
some excuse to deprive the pensioner 
of all or a portion of his allowance. 
In the regular pension appropriation 
bill for the current fiscal year there 
was an item of $200,000 lor the inves- 
tigation of pension cases; that is, to 
pay expenses incurred outside of the 
regular machinery of the Pension 
Bureau. Although only a little 
more than one-fourth of the fiscal 
year has gone, all of that $200,000 
appropriation has been expended and 
Secretary Hoke Smith has asked 
Congress for an additional appropria- 
tion of $300,000 to be used for the 
same purpose.

Babcock, of Wis ; Secretary, Hon. S. 
S. Olds, of Mich ; Assistant Secreta- 
ry, Col. T. H. McKee, of Ind. An 
executive committee composed of the 
following Senators and Representa- 
tives, in addition to the Chairman 
and Secretary who are ex-officio mem- 
bers. will ■ be in immediate charge: 
Representatives Draper, of Mass.; 
Hooper, of N. Y ; Hitt, of 111. ; Sweet, 
of Idaho, and Settle, of N. C. , nnd 
Senators Manderson, of Nebraska, 
and Perkins, of California. 

The alleged investigation of the 
NewYork Custom House may turn 
out to be a very bad investment for 
Secretary Carlisle and the rest of the 
administration.

Office of Superintendent l 
of Public Instrction 
Frankfort, Ky., Oct. 13, ’93, ) 

To County Superintendents and 
Trustees: — Requirements ofthelaw as 
to building, repairing and furnishing 
School-houses, inclosing grounds and 
providing water: 

I call your attention to the fact 
that the School Law is specific in the 
matter of furnishing school-houses, 
making enclosures where necessary 
and providing for a supply of good 
water. 

As much of this work should be 
done as soon as practicable, and all 
school-houses condemned must be 
built and furnished within a year 
from date of condemning order, un- 
der penalty to delinquent trustees of 
Indictment for misdemeanor and fine 
of twenty-five to one hundred dollars 
each, it becomes imoprtant to all con- 
cerned that these requirements be 
clearly set lortli. 

Sec. 4 1 prescribes, as in the old 
law, that the County Superintendent 
"shall condemn any school-house 
which.!* delapidated, unhealthy, or 
otherwise unfit to be occupied, etc.” 
It goes further, however, and includes 
"fence or other inclosure * * « 

when such inclosure insufficient for 
the protection of the house orground.” 
Next see Sec. 78, where it is made 
obligatory on trustees, whenever the 
building of a school-house has been 
ordered, to have it built and furnish- 
ed within a year, under penalty. 
Note also character of house and 
equipment. 

See again inSec. 41, where it is 
made mandators on the County Su- 
perintendent to "condemn all school 
furniture or apparatus, insufficient in 
quality or not of the required charac- 
ter, and order the same replaced with 
projier furnituie or apparatus as pre- 
scribed in Sec. 78." In Sec. 78 are 
enumerated the articles which tmut ■ 
be provided, namely: 

1. A teacher’s desk and chair. 

2. A seat, patent or otherwise, 
with hack for each child
